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On Thursday, August 2, 1951, at the annual meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the Colored Orphanage 
of North Carolina, the Reverend T. H. Brooks, Pastor 
of the First Baptist Church of Oxford, N. C., was 


elected Superintendent to succeed the late T.A. Hamme 
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HISTORY OF THE COLORED ORPHANAGE OF N. C. 


In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was 
formed in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh 
and Wake Associations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus 
Shepard, who noticed during his travels throughout the state the 
large number of homeless, neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a suitable 
location for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were 
encountered and in October, 1883, a farm of twenty-three acres, lo- 
cated one and one-half miles from Oxford, on the Raleigh Road, 
was obtained for $1,565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the 
time possession was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant 
Colored Asylum.”’ 


The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when 
“The Colored Orphan Asylum of N. C.” was incorporated. The 
members of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua 
Perry, Rev. W. A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. 
M. F. Thornton, Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable 
H. P. Cheatham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational in- 
stitution to receive children deprived of their parents and means 
of support, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial 
lines in order to fit them for useful law abiding citizens. 


When the Orphanage was known as the “Grant Orphanage,” 
Rev. Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. 
W. A. Patillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served 
for one year and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian 
woman, who served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served 
without salary, but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. 
She had no income of her own and lived only by faith. It was dur- 
ing that time that Mr. Henry Hester of Oxford volunteered to 
pay all bills contracted in providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hes- 
ter acted as treasurer of the Orphanage until his death in 1901. 


Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his administration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell 
became connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell 
not only received no pay, but worked to help support the children 
of the institution. 


In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard 
superintendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ran- 
som gave board to the new superintendent until a three-room house 
could be enlarged. The enlarged building served as the superin- 
tendent’s home, boy’s dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few 
years later a girl’s dormitory was built, and near it a laundry 
building was built. 


According to data received from the superintendent’s report 
of 1902-1903, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the 
eost of $1,440; a little later an adjoining lot of four acres was 
bought. In 1898 one acre of land located directly in front of the 
Orphanage property was bought. On this land a home for the 
superintendent was erected. It was a frame structure consisting 
of nine rooms. A small store room in the home was used for stor- 
age of clothing. Shoes were kept in a outhouse located in the yard 
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of the superintendent’s home. A few years later a donation of 
three acres of land, on which was located a well-built house, was 
gratefully received. There were on hand numerous applications 
for admittance that had been deferred because of lack of space. 
On Thanksgiving Day, 1903, twenty young children and a matron 
moved into this new home, since space was made available for the 
new children. 


Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and 
fraternal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm 
supplied the table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. 
The proceeds from these sales helped greatly in meeting current 
obligations. The legislature of the State of North Carolina appro- 
priated $5,000 yearly to the institution. This amount was increased 
to $10,000 during Rev. Shepard’s administration. Rev Shepard 
resigned his position at Oxford in 1903 in order to help with the 
establishment of the Orphanage in Forsyth County near Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P: Cheatham, ex-congressman and a member of the 
original board of incorporators, succeeded Rev. Shepard as super- 
intendent. Mr. Cheatham served as superintendent from 1907-1985. 
In keeping with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed 
during his administration to replace the original frame buildings. 
The bricks were made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. 
The buildings erected were a boy’s dormitory, girl’s dormitory, 
chapel, dining room, laundry and dormitory for small boys. The 
Angier B. Duke School and Office Building were also erected 
during this time, a gift of Mr. B. N. Duke. The farm acreage was 
increased until it reached the size of 400 acres. 


The Orphanage was re-incorporated in 1927 under the name 
“The Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.’’ The following were 
named to the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ransom, 
J. W. Levy, J. C. Jeffries, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex. Peace, 
G. C. Shaw. 


Under the act of re-incorporation it was authorized that the 
Governor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of 
Granville County as members of the board of directors. 


In 1935 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son, Charles, suc- 
ceeded him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for 
two years. At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in 
a northern city. 


Mr. T. K. Borders was elected superintendent in February 
1937. His program emphasized the improvement of living condi- 
tions; special attention was given to health, diet, discipline and 
play. During the administration of Mr. Borders many improve- 
ments were made in the physical plant, among which may be men- 
tioned the installation of a heating plant in the boy’s dormitory, 
addition of a washing machine and also a sewer connection with 
the main sewer system of the city of Oxford. On October 15, 1940, 
Mr. T. K. Borders died. The Orphanage was directed by its assist- 
ant superintendent, Mr. C. A. Alston, until March 1, 1941, when 
Superintendent Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected. 


Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need 
for continued physical and cultural improvements and the develop- 
ment of a definite vocational and recreational program. During his 
administration considerable progress has been made along these 
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lines, and efforts have been made to have the institution meet 
standards set by other educational institutions of the state. Build-. 
ings have been screened and the interiors renovated. A new modern 
dairy barn, stable, shop and superintendent’s home have been erec- 
ted. 


In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure 
funds for an expansion program which included remodeling of the 
girl’s dormitory, new boy’s dormitory, vocational building, girl’s 
cottage and infirmary. 


The loss of the boy’s dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, 
necessitated the use of available funds to replace the building. This 
dormitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens 
of the entire State of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed 
their finance to make it possible that the new Robert Shepard 
Building would be completed and ready to be occupied. 


Emphasis has been placed on the development of the individual 
child to his fullest potentalities. A scholarship fund has been es- 
tablished by Robert Shepard, Oxford Mortician, to enable those 
children who have ability to continue their training above the high 
school level. One student has graduated from college, and three 
students are attending at the present time. 


There have been improvements made in the establishment of 
a well-rounded vocational program. The boys are taught shoe re- 
pairing, farming, dairying, general repairing and care of the 
lawns. This training is given by work-experience. 


The development of a full-time sewing department greatly re- 
duces the cost of clothing and furnishes the main part of the voca- 
tional training for girls. In addition, the girls learn laundrying, 
cooking and general housekeeping. 


Though there has been no full-time director of recreational 
activities, there is a realization of the important part that this 
activity plays in the child’s growth. More opportunities for play 
and socializing minimize the behavior problems of the group. The 
program is in a stage of development, and at the present time, 
free play, movies, bus rides, outings, ball games, Boy Scout pro- 
grams, band and choral activities are the main recreational fea- 
tures. 

The present objective of the Orphanage is to provide physical 
care, individual understanding of the child and his problems, and 
to give a training to enable the child to become an asset to the 
state. Consequently greater care is given to the selection of chil- 
dren in order to reduce the number of unhealthy and mental de- 
fectives that have been frequently admitted. The children’s health 
has been very good, accented by the fact that there have been no 
deaths or serious illnesses. Dr. W. N. Thomas, the institution phy- 
sician, with cooperation from Drs. R. L. Noblin and E. E. Toney, 
the Susie Cheatham Hospital, and the cottage mothers, keep pe- 
riodic check on the health status of the boys and girls at the Or- 
phanage. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Members of the Board of Directors of the Colored Or- 
phanage of North Carolina; 


GENTLEMEN: 


In submitting to you the annual report of activities 
of the Colored Orphanage of North Carolina for the fiscal 
year July 1, 1950 through June 30, 1951, we are cognizant 
of the institution’s great loss in the sudden and untimely 
death of our beloved Superintendent Thomas A. Hamme 
on April 19, 1951. The many contributions that Super- 
intendent Hamme has made during the past decade for 
the material and spiritual welfare of the Colored Orphan- 
age of North Carolina will always live in the minds and 
hearts of the children, staff-members and friends of the 
institution. 

We are thankful for the many blessings that this in- 
stitution has enjoyed during the past year and we are 
grateful for the interest and financial cooperation of our 
friends. Total contributions for the year amounted to 
$39,029.60. The indebtedness on the Shepard Building 
has been reduced from the original amount of $33,000 
to $12,549.97. Payments on the principal during the cur- 
rent year totalled $17,725.03.

Our health record has been good and we are grateful 
to our physician, Dr. W. N. Thomas, for his cooperation 
at all times. Our dental needs have been met through the 
services of Dr. L. C. Holliday of the Division of Oral 
Hygiene, State Department of Public Health. 


We are continuing to emphasize vocational training, 
religious and moral education as we believe that children 
who have the opportunity of growing up in a whole- 
some atmosphere with balanced activities, have a better 
chance of becoming well-adjusted and useful citizens. 
Our vocational program has been helped with the pur- 
chase of equipment for the Carver Vocational Building 
with finances provided by the New Farmers of America. 
When we are able to organize and strengthen this pro- 
gram our children will have the advantage of better em- 
ployment opportunities when leaving the institution. 

During the year staff-members attended the North 
Carolina Conference of Workers in Children’s Institu- 
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tions at the Oxford Orphanage, and the Southeastern 
Conference of Workers in Children’s Institutions at the 
Thompson Orphanage in Charlotte, North Carolina. 


This year we did not have students graduating from 
high school; however, the eighth grade class at Angier B. 
Duke School was the largest we have had—a total of 
thirty students, fifteen from the orphanage and fifteen 
from the community. The usual prizes and awards were 
given the students as follows: 


The Ottoway Hamme Prize for citizenship to Edward 
Spruill.

The Good Citizenship Prize given by the faculty of 
Angier B. Duke School to students of the fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades to James Morgan, Annie 
Latta, Thelma Mintz and Kay Chalk.

The School Musicians Award, given by D. O. Leather- 
berry for excellence in music to Walter Chalk. 


The Hattie Glover Memorial Scholarship contribu- 
tion to the Scholarsip Fund was given during the com- 
mencement activities. 


One of the four students aided by the Scholarship 
Fund, Cora Saunders, graduated from Fayetteville State 
Teachers College, receiving distinguished honor in music. 
We are also proud of the records our other college stu- 
dents are making. 


The floors of the Little Boys Building have been 
covered with asphalt tile which adds tremendously to 
the appearance and comfort of that building. 

Disciplinary problems are not so numerous when the 
children are given a fair share of work and play. Now 
that we can offer the boys and girls more diversions, 
they are more contented and their attitudes are more 
wholesome. We hope to offer more recreational oppor- 
tunities and industrial training and thus bring our dis- 
ciplinary problems to a minimum. 

It is necessary for us to continue to stress the finan- 
cial program and make every possible contact to secure 
funds for improving the physical plant. A greater por- 
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tion of the time must be spent in making personal con- 
tacts necessary to stimulate interest in the institution. 
One important phase of the administrative program is 
personal acknowledgement of all contributions, which 
seems to stimulate interest in our program.

The recent addi- 
tion of girl instrumentalists and majorettes helped to 
enlarge our numbers. This activity has been and still is 
a great moral builder for the entire institution.

The Band, as well as the institution, is always anx- 
ious to be of service whenever possible, for each player 
or performer is afforded the opportunity of experiencing 
the values derived from good team work, concerted ef- 
fort and the joy of developing wholesome hobbies for 
leisure time. 


There are three students who will return to college 
next school. year, supported through the Scholarship 
Fund by the many friends of the institution. This Fund 
was originated by Mr. Robert Shepard to provide an 
opportunity for worthy boys and girls to obtain training 
above the secondary level. 


During the summer these students will help the in- 
stitution carry on the routine duties at home. 


Along with an improving recreational program, dis- 
ciplinarian problems have decreased considerably; with 
this improvement, the children have realized more joy 
and happiness in living, working and playing together. 
There have been bus rides, outings, parties, picnics, games 
and family fellowship at various intervals during the 
year. 


A skating rink was built for those who like skating, 
however the area inside is used for basketball or volley 
ball. During football and basketball seasons, certain 
groups were allowed to attend Mary Potter’s games. The 
entire orphanage family constitutes a community and 
consequently, there remains the task of developing good 
citizens who practice fair play. 


Religious training here includes Sunday School, 
Church in the community, Vesper Services on the cam- 
pus and devotion. The programs held immediately after 
Sunday School afford opportunities for telling Bible 
stories, reciting, singing and playing musical instru- 
ments. These programs are also designed to give the 
child experience and training in leadership. Because of 
the steady improvement of this activity, various groups

REPORT OF SUPERVISING MATRON 


Mr. D. O. LEATHERBERRY, Acting Superintendent: 

At the end of the fiscal year 1950-1951 we have the privilege 
of reviewing our activities of the past twelve months. 

Our never-ending task of providing clothing and other needs 
for these boys and girls has been carried on through the sewing 
department with the cooperation of the house directresses, who 
look after the repairing needs of their respective groups. 

The most important phase of our program is the valuable 
training the girls receive in assisting with the various tasks. Be- 
ginners are taught embroidery, mending and how to make simple 
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garments by hand and machine. Advanced students cut and make 
garments with the use of patterns and help with the special tasks 
that we are called upon to carry out from time to time. Many 
articles of clothing are donated to the institution and the girls 
learn how to remake these into useful articles. We stress the im- 
portance of using what we have to an advantage. 


The sewing department has also made slip covers, costumes, 
curtains, draperies, etc. 


The laundry department is being supervised by an older stu- 
dent. The girls work cooperatively in carrying out this great 
assignment and we have had satisfactory results from the stand- 
point of training and the standard of workmanship. With the 
addition of better equipment, we hope to provide a more complete 
training course along commercial lines. 


The cooperation of the entire staff, children and friends is 
greatly appreciated. Our equipment has been improved and we now 
have all electric machines, which gives us more speed and greater 
efficiency. We invite all our friends to visit the sewing and laundry 
departments.

DIETICIAN’S REPORT 


Mr. D. O. LEATHERBERRY, Acting Superintendent: 


Proper food is one of the most important phases of institu- 
t-onal life, for a well-nourished child is more likely to be contented 
and well-adjusted. 


During the past year a total of 195,947 regular meals were 
served in the dining room; this does not include meals served to 
visiting groups on special occasions. Every effort is made to give 
well-balanced meals and we appreciate the helpful suggestions 
given to us through the Nutrition Section of the State Department 
of Health, by Miss Mabel Gladin, Consulting Dietitian. Practically 
all of our vegetables are produced in our garden, and all of the 
dairy products and a portion of the beef and pork are produced in 
the dairy and farm departments. 

The girls are taught to prepare food and serve it attractively. 
Cleanliness and sanitation are stressed at all times and we are 
very proud that our rating by the Granville County Health Depart- 
ment has improved. We are hoping that it will not be too long 
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before we shall be able to install more modern equipment to enable 
us to reach the perfect score of 100.

FARM ACTIVITIES 


Mr. D. O. LEATHERBERRY, Acting Superintendent: 


We were successful in raising a great deal of food for con- 
sumption during the past year. We canned 12,800 quarts of veg- 
etables and fruit by using the services of the cannery at Mary 
Potter Academy. 


Each year we are able to see definite improvements in our 
farm. The two acres of alfalfa sown in 1948 are still yielding 
abundantly. We had sufficient hay for our stock, approximately 
60 to 70 tons were produced and about 300 barrels of corn raised. 
We were very fortunate this year in slaughtering around 12,000 
pounds of meat. 


The tobacco crop yielded $2,276.90 and we think the boys re- 
ceived valuable experience in helping to produce this crop. 

Our boys are being trained to do a good job and let their 
work speak for them, whether on the farm, at the dairy, or at 
the stables. They are taught to take a personal interest in their 
work and I am proud to say the progress made is commendable. 
Mere plowing, planting and gathering crops can become uninspir- 
ing, but it acquires dignity and meaning once the child is able 
to understand how his efforts are responsible for helping to feed 
himself and the other children in our large family. The boys 
are given training on the farm in preparation of land, cultivation 
of crops and care of livestock at the dairy. 


This year the dairy produced over 3,000 pounds butter and 
more than 15,000 gallons milk. For a complete statement of farm, 
garden and dairy products, I refer you to the auditor’s report. 
We were successful in raising products to adequately supply the 
needs of our livestock and to provide the basic food needs of the 
children within the institution. 


We have increased the number of brood sows from nine to 
thirteen. We are hoping that our next fiscal year will prove more 
suecessful than ever before.

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SHOE SHOP DEPARTMENT 


During this year our Shoe Shop has only operated on a part- 
time basis. We have seven boys in training who seem to be very 
interested in the trade. During the year we have kept the children’s 
shoes in good condition, as well as made a few belts for the smaller 
boys. The boys learn how to use the machinery and how to keep it 
in good repair. The maintenance of children’s shoes gives the boys 
an opportunity to learn the various types of jobs necessary to 
qualify as first-class shoe repairmen.

Mr. D. O. LEATHERBERRY, Acting Superintendent: 


I wish to thank each parent for his interest, loyal support and 
confidence in the school program. It was through the parent- 
teacher stimulation and encouragement that the child made prog- 
ress in school. 


The teachers are seeing more and more that the best possible 
development of the child can only be had through the medium of 
a good parent-school relationship. Cooperation in this respect is 
the keynote to the progress of any school. 


I feel sure that the teachers did a better job in this respect 
this year than they did last year, for parents visited the school, 
inquired concerning the development, effort, and attitude of their 
children more than they did last year. More parents came to the 
school’s programs, contributing to causes for improvements in the 
curriculum, in short they became more school minded. 


Our enrollment this year was 295; last year it was 294. At 
the close of school our membership was 285; last year it was 279. 
At the close of school this year 257 children were promoted; last 
year 244 were promoted. Last year our average daily attendance 
was 268; this year it was 278. 


Again, I thank the parents and teachers for this improvement 
in the school attendance. With their continued cooperation, stimu- 
lation and encouragement, I am sure that the school will more 
and more meet the needs of the children who attended regularly. 
We have gone a long way in this direction. We still have a long 
way to go. 

We lost a very important member of our faculty last year, 
Mr. A. R. Howell. He became principal of a school in Vance County. 
His place was filled by Mrs. M. H. Shepard. She did a splendid 
job in the seventh grade. 


The passing of our superintendent, Mr. T. A. Hamme, was 
a great loss to our school. His vivacious spirit will always live 
in the hearts of every parent, teacher and child. May God give 
us (the faculty) strength to shoulder every responsibility he so 
nobly planned for this school and carry on as he planned it. 


I thank you, Mr. Leatherberry, for your part in helping us 
to successfully carry out our year’s work.

SIR: 


We have made an examination of the financial records of 
THE COLORED ORPHANAGE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
OXFORD, NORTH CAROLINA 


for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1951, and submit herewith our 
report. 


During the preceding year it was necessary for the institution 
to negotiate loans in the amount of $33,000.00, in order to complete 
the construction of the Shepard building. At June 30, 1951, there 
remained an unpaid balance on this loan in the amount of $12.- 
549.97. All installments have been promptly paid, as well as two 
future installments in the amounts of $2,725.00, each due July 7, 
1951 and January 7, 1952. 


A summary statement of comparative receipts and costs of 
the Maintenance Fund for the fiscal years ended June 30, 1951, 
and June 30, 1950, is attached hereto as Schedule B-4. Attention 
is called to the item “‘other” under revenue for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1951, which includes $4,500.00 received for timber sold. 
This timber was sold from a strip of land based on an anticipated 
highway through the Orphanage property. Attention is also called 
to the item “Miscellaneous” under Expenditures for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1951; which includes the following principal ex- 
penditures:

We were informed that the Farmall Tractor purchased from 
the North State Equipment Co. was a gift from Ernest M. Aiken 
with certain provisions as to the sale of a bulldozer, a former gift 
to the Orphanage by Mr. Aiken. At June 30, 1951, the North State 
Eauipment Co. had been paid $1,000.00, on the purchase price, 
which represented a cash gift of Mr. Aiken, leaving an unpaid 
balance of $2,311.27. 


Schedule B-5, attached hereto, is a statement of the Per Capita 
Cost. We are of the opinion that certain expenditures made from 
the Maintenance Fund are in no doubt made in the interest of 
raising funds for the Permanent Improvement Fund, so we have 
prepared this statement showing the items that may be considered 
for this purpose. 

The nominal profit from the farm, garden and dairy opera- 
tions, amounted to $17,325.91, and is so shown on Schedule B-6, 
attached hereto. This statement was prepared from data given us 
by the management and the quantities and prices were accepted by 
us without verification. 
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Contributions to the Permanent Improvement Fund for the 
year under review amounted to $32,423.88 and are so shown on 
Schedule B-8, attached hereto. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “C,” is a statement of the capital 
Assets amounting to $317,975.00. The valuations placed on the 
Capital Assets were an estimate arrived at by inspecting the poli- 
cies of insurance coverage and other data and information ob- 
tained from the Superintendent and members of the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Directors. These valuations are subject 
to future appraisal and changes that the Board of Directors may 
deem advisable to make. 


Exhibit “D,’ attached hereto, is a statement of the Trust 
Funds, which we believe to be self-explanatory. There were no 
additions to the Trust Funds during the year under review. 


Operations within the Scholarship Fund are shown on Exhibit 
“EK,” attached hereto. There remained in this fund at June 30, 
1951, an unexpended cash balance of $965.85. This Fund was 
created in the year 1943-44. Revenue accruing to this Fund con- 
sists of contributions from various individuals and organizations. 
The purpose of this Fund is to aid worthy High School Graduates 
of the Institution in defraying college expenses. The advances 
made from this Fund for that purpose are repayable at the pleas- 
ure of the parties to whom advances have been made. Since the 
inception of this Fund, advances totaling $5,213.27 have been made. 


GENERAL 


Our audit consisted of an examination of the cash receipts 
and disbursements records. However, we did not examine in 
detail every financial transaction recorded in the records during 
the year under review. We verified the receipts as shown on the 
records of the institution with the respective depositories. All 
disbursements were evidenced by properly executed checks, on 
which the endorsements appeared in order. We reconciled the 
cash balances at June 30, 1951, with the respective depositories 
and found same in agreement with the records of the institution. 
The Imprest Cash Fund and the Children’s Funds were properly 
accounted for. We examined by inspection and count the $30,000, 
maturity value U. 8. Savings Bonds, comprising the assets of the 
New Farmers of America Trust Fund. 


No inventories of food and supplies at June 30, 1951, were 
taken in consideration in this audit, as we assumed there would 
be little difference in the beginning and ending inventories. 

All Exhibits and Schedules included in this audit report not 
referred to, are, we believe, self-explanatory. 


We acknowledge with appreciation, the cooperation extended 
us by the personnel of the Institution during the course of our 
examination.
